Neither disiuaved by defeat, nor disheart 
ened bv opposition — neither discouraged by the 
pa-"t, nor without hope :br the future — we meet 
together both to counsel one with another, and to

lion that as a party we are hopeful and determin- 
ed M M our future course of action.

The nine hundred thousaud American voters 
who sust ticded the Americ an candidates for the 
two first oftices in the gift of ttie people in No 
vem'ter l.i-t may enjoy the consciousness of an 
honest work well meant and well done. They 
neit MMMM* Mi co»t of defeat uor faltered iu 
the MS MMM of a >;reul public duu, aud had the 
f h m~ in i- m| men who agreed with them in 
opinion as to the justice of their principles and 
the fitne»s of their candidate acted upon the same 
• ffVMtMMI ti MMM duty, the result would have 
been far different. At tiie North, tens of thou 
MM »-it.'d for lb Fremont upon the plea that 
MVS « M m MMS) for Mr. Fillmore, while tens 
of th Mfe voted for Mr. Buchanan at the

miscall. -.1 liepu i . -an party, it was a cruel and 
uncaiit ■■• Eh I tv'rilice of principle upon the altar 
of expediency, and one >.f those sacrifices of prin 
ciple VMM, if persi.-led in, in private life, as is 
» onetimes the case, in the consideration of sub 
ji-cts di MMl pudlic moment, would result in 
co mm wi oisaster. When patriotism becomes the 
rule of action ana .1 true love of country points 
out the path of duty, nothing can excuse the 
yielding up of that which is right for that which 
is meri-iv expedient. 

Wo do not, however seek to recall anything 
in the past calculated to wound the feelings of 
those wlio were tempted iu a moment of despon 
dency or thoughtlessness to forget their obliga- 
tions' to th. ir SMMMrJ or their associates in princi- 
ple. 

Thousands who left our ranks in November, 
Srawn away by the temporary expedients and 
passions ot the hour, have returned to the fold of 
the American party They have beeu taught iu 
the bitter school of experience that the word of 
promise may be made to^the ear and broken to 
the hope. Where there was a pledge to secure, 
MJ 1 the MM to effect a pure ballot-box — the 
want of which is one of the gieat evils of the 
times — and to accomplish which ought to unite 
"the nood men of all parties — there has been eith- 
er a criminal indifference to the evil itself or a 
bold p larticip ition iu that wrong. So in the 
promises made at the North to secure a pure 
franchise through the agency of a registry law 
where all could see and know who, under the 
MMMMMM and by the laws, were entitled to 
vote. 

In no instance that we can recall to mind have 
Ml of the two great organizations opposed the 
MHMl pasty eudeavored to secure those 
whoie^oiiie icl'orms which are essential either to 
an inteligeut or honest exercise of the rights of 
MMl. Even where an attempt has been 

■ vim, in New York, to secure a practical re- 
form under the naturalization laws, so that while 
M MMM would not extend the five years' resi 
dence previous to naturalization provided by the 
laws o! the United States, it would, neverthc- 

■ M ii e a small portion of this limited resi 
dence before the alien was alowed to vote, the at- 
tempt has failed, by the combined opposition of 
both the Democratic and Republican parties, who 
not unirequeutly work together st the North to 
MMMJ 1 he American HMMM. And while 
there 1 1 1 been a neglect to maintain a pure Iran 
MMl for white voters, and an open and earnest 
opposition to all reforms, proposing simply reme- 
dial measures for admitted great public evils, 
there ii.i- SMS been enacted in New York a suc- 
cessful measure looking to. such an amendment 
St* Ml 'J institution as would secure a general sys- 
tem sCmMSM to the negroes of the State. Thus, 
in one p u t of the Union a State Constitution is 
opened to sustain the question of negro suffrage, 
while iu another part of the Union the alien has 
had conferred ii|kjii him privileges wholly un' 
known to the native-born citizen. To day a foreign 
pauper or a foreign criminal, driven or banished 
from the [test or prison houses of Europe, is made in 
all MM. aud regardless of his residence in the 
countrv, at. equal with the citizen whose service has 
I. < i. ifie-long, patriotic, and useful in the land of 
his Urn To morrow, again, States in another sec 
tion ol the countrv become revolutionary in their 
plans s4 MSMM to the Federal Government, 
and SSMMSt their patriotism and labor in ineas- 
uies «; Mrs tpectslity and favor for the negro. 

W e Reek loavoid such analomies-of legislation 
:n both d.ur Federal aud State governments. — 
Their tMMMBJ Li n ither toward humanity nor 
mercy. They oenefii neither the white nor the 
b'. icl» i a.-e and, MM well meant or ill meant, 
MM in t'.i.t spirit o 1 strife and uncharitableness 
in ilMSt BtoiM and MM different classes of 
people which the true men of the country cannot 
fail to deplore. 

Blgber aim and nobler objects animate the 
Aniericui ]'Uty. We know of no political differ- 
ences bet « 1 ol the North and the 
ri^'nis of the South All are subordinate to the 
constitution of our common country. The union 
of the States, the rights of ihe States, the privi- 
leges ul the people iu the States, aud under the 

Union, is our chief glory and our greatest good. 

When .litfe, ciices of opinion come, as come thev 
will, they must be settled, not by crimination and 
hate, but by reference to that great principle of com - 
moii right and common protection — the Consti 
tutiok or the United States; and if there shall 
unfortunately again be dfferences of opinion as 
to what if MMl ' I and what is denied by the 
constitution, the judiciary of the laud, through 
the authorized courts of" the nation, can alone 
make up and decide the final issue. The constitu- 
tion and the law must, therefore, at all times and 
in all places become our rule of action. 

Toleration of opinion, the freedom of speech 



and of the press, the right of the people peacea 
bly to assemble and petition the government for 
a redress of grievances, are among these speeifi 
"d constitutional personal rights, and cannot be 
abridged except as the obuse of these privleges is 
restrained by the laws of the land. Equally ex- 
plicit are the rights of the States over their own 
territories, and interference with them becomes 
iHith a public abuse of power and an act of per 
sonal impertinence. If all men in all sections of 
the country, could realize where their powers 
commence, and where they cease — if they could 
understand that they are no more responsible for 
other men's sins than thev are secure in their own 
self assumed virtues, sif would be comparatively 
well. 

There are many and vitai questions upon which 
the American party can agree, and to these all 
other subjects should be subordinate. Tbey are, 
iu brief, condensed in the following spirit of our 
National Platform. We hold, for example, as 
cardinal maxims of public justice and private 
duty, to the following rule of faith and action: 

1st. The Federal Union must be maintain 
ed. 

2d. The reserved rights of the States must be 
:*ds The decisions of the Supreme Court must

be enforced. 

4th. The union of Church and 
prevented. 

5th The rights of conscience mus 

teed. 

6th American interests must be 
7th. An American nationality must be cherish 

ed. 

Hth. Sectional agitation must be terminated. 
9th. Foreign paupers and criminals must be ex 

eluded 

loth The naturalization laws must be amend 

ed. 

11th. "Squatter Sovereignty" and alien suff- 
rage must be repudiated. 

ISm Americans must rule America. 

There is nothing here not taught in the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and nothiug here re- 
pugnant to the spirit and letter of that instrument 
of liberty and law. The provision of the Consti 
tution which requires the President of tho United 
States to be a native born citizen — which requires 
the Vice President to possess the same qualifica- 
tion- with tiie President — which, in the foreign 
ooru imposes a nine v ears' residence, after na- 
turalization, as qualification of a candidate for 
the United States Senate, and a residence of 
seven years, after naturalization, as a qnalifica 
tion for a ICepresentati ve iu Congress — which for 
bids test oaths for office, aud the maintenance of 
an established Religion, are all part and parcel 
of our faith and practice. So far from departing 
from any provision of the Constitution, we seek 
to restore a respect for its framers, and an entire 
and hearty obedience to its provisions. It is, 
above and beyond all other records of political 
creeds, the platform of the American party. 

But we cannot shut our eyes to other issues 
which have been forced upon usby the Democrat 
ic party, which is not ouly not what it was in times 
past, but which seems to have outlived its con 
sistency, its usefulness, and its virtues. It has 
different faces for different parts of the country, 
aud different phases to illustrate its many creeds. 
It has involved the government in great difficulty, 
and no man feels secure in the future while this 
party is in power. U under Democratic Adminis 
trations there has been an open violation of law 
in the Territory of Utah. A social system which 
would have disgraced the darkest ages, utterly re- 
pugnant to civilization, reflecting the highest dis- 
honor upon the government, a festering sore upon 
the political body, and every day growing from 
bad to worse, exists and has existed for four 
years past within the borders of our own govern- 
ment. We condemn this outrage upon morals 
and humanity, and desire to sec the nuisance 
aliat. d We trace it, however, as one of the nat- 
ural ills incident to that system of administration 
which seeks to till the nation with criminals, pau 
[iers, aud fanatics from the old world. We trace 
the great majority of wrongs iu Utah, the act of 
treason, the cases of arson, the multitudes of 
murders, the cruel banishments, the beastly in- 
tercourse, to that unnatural indifference to those 
who, serpent like, have crept into the bosom of 
the nation iu order to sting and destroy it. 

Other questions of great importance though of 
less magnitude also attract our attention. The 
public domain, secured by a common treasure and 
a common sacrifice of blood aud labor, the com- 
mon property of the nation is distributed without 
regard to MS general ownership, and with a lav- 
ishness of appropriation which shows an utter in- 
difference to the just claims and true wants of the 
American people. 

Who can arrest these evils aud restore the gov 
eminent to its ancient landmarks but the Amer- 
ican party? Where else is there a sure hope of 
the union of the States with that free expression 
of opinion which belongs to every Common- 
wealth of the Republic, and to every citizen in the 
Union? 

We call then upon our countrymen all over 
the land to organize and act Let them seek to 
give honor, strength, prosperity, and perpetuity 
to our glorious Union by making the love of 
countrv and of the whole couutry a passion and a 
principle. 

The past in our nation is made glorious by the 
patriotism and heroism of our noble ancestry of 
Southern men of the stamp and character of him 
who led the great armies of the Revolution, and 
of those who were distinguished under the con- 
federation and in the convention which framed the 
constitution. Northern men, too, of the stamp and 
character of the son of Massachusetts who uomi 
nated George Washington of Virginia to be Gen- 
eral-in Chief of the armies of the Republic, and 
like him received the sword ot the leading British 
General on Southern soil at the instance of the 
forever loved, Heaven protected Father of our 
common country. 

Living then in these great examples of the 
past — seeking to re-baptise the whole nation in 
the spirit of the great and good men who led 
the wav to victorv, and to independence, we, 
too, are hopeful and heartful of the great fu- 
lure. 

We invoke the sympathy, the aid, the co ope 
ration of all men, all over the land, who are with 
us and of us in principle aud sentiment — and of 
all men too, who wish to reform those gross 
abuses in the State and nation which hare result- 
ed in so much personal wrong, and left a stain 
like a wound upon the fair frame of the Republic. 
Americans and friends of Americans, North and 
South, East and West, "Awake, arise, or be for- 
ever fallen."

Born and ever since residem in a slave holding 
State. 1 am practically acquainted with the rela 
lions of African slavery, and with all its incidents 
and consequences as it has existed in my native 
Commonwealth and in the Southern States of the 
Union. In itself I never approved of it as mor 
itllv right, it it could be always avoided consis- 
tently with the welfare of the wh'te and black 
races- But the inequality of those races has. by 
a special instinct aud political proprie y. made 
the legal subjection of the inferioi to the supe<ior 
race a prescriptive institution in most of the ci»- 
ilixed and in many of the CtuUtian States of the 
world; and as long as ihat disparity shall, without 
essertial change, characterize those races, and 
they hall co exitt in large restive manses in the ta.ue 
county, that domestic institution must, in some 
form, continue to prevail. Human means can- 
not lafelv or prudently prevent it. I : s progres- 
sive amelioration of the se> vilec'ass may. aud 
probably will, eventuate as an aggt«gale bless- 
ing to the black race and lead to the ultima e 
civilization of doomed Africa. And, as instru- 
mental to that end, the enslavement of African 
cannibals in Christian America way be a p-ov ; 
dential dispensation. However this may be, the 
security and progress of the two races in Ameri 
ca have hitherto required, and will, for sometime 
to come, continue to justify, the legal subo<dina 
tion of the black to the white race. Sudden or 
heedless emancipation would be injurious to bot'i 
races, and more hur.lul to the black than to the 
white man. Existing, j? slavery does, in nearly 
halt of the Stales, the only prudent policy is to 
let it alone. If undisturbed by foreign hands it 
will run i's race in peace, and, without convul 
sion, work out i»s owu solution. Moral cause* 
and the developments of time will pettle its de* 
tiny as soon as Providence wills the settlement of 
it, or the best interests of ma"kiud will permit. 
These sentiments have reconciled me to slaveiy 
as it exists among us; and its !iis> ory aud effec<*< 
have impressed on my mind 4.he couviction thai, 
if it be a curse, it curses the whi e more than the 
black race. I would delight to see all men free; 
but Liberty is the offspring of Ligiit; God has 
joined them together, and the powe- of man can- 
not divorce them, (freedom is not Dossible, nor. 
if possible, would it be a blessins to those who, 
in the inscrutable wisdom of Providence, are not 
qualified lot its preservation or enjoyments. 
Upward moral progress must become more gen 
eral and reach a higher culminatiou than it h?B 
yet attained before slavery can be e.adicated con- 
sistently with the repose of the world, the we) 
fare of mankind, or the will of the almighty Ruler 
of man's destinv, who denounced for ages the 
subjection of the descendants of infidel H am. In 
His omniscient scheme apparent evil is oi'ten 
made instrumental to ultimate good. His Provi- 
dence illustrates this mysterious truth not only - v 
the Egyptian bondage, the pilgrimage of the 
Jews in the wilderness, the destruction of tbe 
Canaanites, the persecution of our pilgrim fath- 
ers in Europe, the expulsion of the aboriginal red 
men from the fairest portions of North America, 
but in all the affairs of men in everv cououy and 
in every age. And why may not the disciplinary 
enslavement of hopeless black savages in the 
school of civilized and christian wliite men be 
presumed to be a Providential mean for the regen- 
eration of tbe black lace? 

Slavery is recognised by the Constitution of 
the United States, which makes it a basis of rep- 
resentation and of taxation, and requires the res- 
triction of fugitive slaves. In the States whose 
laws uphold it, Congress has no powet over it; 
and all interferaoce with it by foreign tongues or 
alien pens only prolongs its existence and aggra- 
vates ite evils, as we in Kentucky have long seen 
and felt, and but too well known. Extraneous

tion practicable and popular. Aud even uuder all 
these peculiar and propitious circumstances 
slavery still exists to some extent in Dela 
ware, and did not empire in New York until 
this year, when the last slave in that State 
died. 

When the Federal Convention met in Philauel 
phia in 1787, the Noith — anticipating the exlinc 
tion of slavery within its owu limiti, and the in 
crease and prolongation of it South— opposed fur 
thcr importation of slaves and struggled against 
allowiug them to constitute an element of poliu 
ca) power as persous. Ou these and other grounds, 
the questiou of slavery, in its multiform phases, 
agitated the Convention by a sectional coutest so 
zealous and obstinate as to threaten an abortion 
of the embrvo Constitution. During that agonv, 
apparently "hopeless, the Continental Congress, 
then sitting in New York — some of the members 
of whieh, Madison and Hamilton, and others, 
being also members of the Convention — adopted 
the famous "Ordinance of '87 which relieved 
the Convention from the distracting topic of 
Territorial slavery, and greatly facilitated the 
compromise of slavery by the Constitution, which, 
without the lubricatiug adjustment by the ordi 
nance, might never have been effected. Virginia 
having in 17c4 ceded to the Confederation the 
North western Territory, now organized iuto five 
States, one of her own delegates, Thomas Jefl'er 
son, proposed an ordinance for the government of 
that Territory, and also of the Southern Tcrrito 
rv. the early cess'on of which was anticipated, 
his programme interdicted slavery forthwith : 
Nortti of the Ohio, and. after the year 18(K), in ell 
the territory SouLn of that rioer. Noi Mieru oppo 
sition to the recapture of fugitive slaves, mid 
Southern repugnance to the interdiction of stave 
ry South of the Ohio, prevented any Territorial 
iaw until after Mr. Jefferson had gone as Minister | 
to Fram e, when the ordinance of 'S7 — confined 
to the Territory North of the Ohio, and autho.

proposeu restriction on the giound of im'xjlicy, 
because, as I thought and art 1 1 ihink. all such 

uncomprotn^ing legislation is inconsistent with 
benevoleuce to slaves and justice to tlteirowners; 
with the spirit ot the compromise of 'x7-'8. *ith 
paternal policy, witli nationality, and with the 
harmony and stability of the Uuion. And hav- 
ing, for averting the impending danger, si. 
ed an extension of the compromise line 
approximating 36-)0 north latitude, I pre 
sumed to utter the following warning oMMMll 

"And now, Mi Chaiitnan, allow me to say 
that if the proposed restriction be pertinaciously 
iusisted on and maintained by the majority of 
Conuress, that majority will heedlessly sow winu, 
and luav, in time to come, wolullv n ap the whirl 
wind. Tbey may, and I fear "will, recklessly 
raise a storm that will scatter the see '.s of cMs 
cord over this favoreu land — dragon's teeth, 
whose rank and pestilential crop. Upas like, may 
poison the v ; tal elements of this OWWgi robust, 
and promising Union; and finally, in the 
progress of desolation, may desfoy its heart for- 
ever. 

"Let us pause and soberly reflect before we take 
this rash and perilous step. Let us take counsel 
of our patriarchs of *M, Let us consider our 
memorable post, and look with patriots' hearts 
and statesmen's eyes to our eventlul future. Let 
us do as Washington, and Franklin, and Jefler 
son did, anil would certainly do again were thev 
nowhere. And if we shall all '.ike trds p>u- 
dent course, I feel quite sme that the pi<ni.-i<>n, 
now for the first time unfor. unatelv agitated, will 
be rejected by such a vote as will rebuke all such 
Congressional legislation on the subject of slave 
ry. and assure, as far as the National Coun- 
cils can assure, peace to our country, and to oar 
Union strength, and health, aud hopeful influence 
over the destinies of our nice, here ;ino else 
where, now and forever."

ry South of the Ohio under future terms of ces- 
sion." And it is undeniable that, under the 
faith of that compromise by the ordinance, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Mississippi, and Alabama es 
tablished slavery and came into the Uuion as 
slaveholding States, w ithout disturbance or ques 
t+on by the General Government on account of 
slavery. This compromise, thus understood, reliec 
ed Die Federal C invention of all difficuLy on the tub 
ject of tlacery in the Territoriet. Acqnietcing in 
that adjustment as sat'sfactory and ,ust, tlie Conven 
t n forbore to make or even consider any provision 
in reference to slavery in any of the territory then 
owned or expected to be owned by the United States; 
and being thus, lo that exteut, relieved from em 
barrassment, it proceeded to add to that compro 
mi-e the express compromises of the Constitu 
tion, that is, that the importation of slaves should 
be permitted until the year lh08; that three fifths 
of tbe slaves in each State should be counted in 
the apportionment of representation and of tax- 
ation; and that the restitution of fugitive slaves, 
when demanded, should be a constitutional duty. 
These adjustments, aisposing of slavery iu all the 
then territory of the United States, were expect 
edto silence all uational agitation ou that subject 
within those limi's as long as the Federal Consti- 
tution should live and reign as the supreme law 
of the land. 

Tacitly recognizing and virtually adopting too 
or iinance compromise, the convent ; ou mav be 
p-esumed to have contemplated its inviolability 
with as much assurance as if it had beeu soecifi 
cally embodied in the Constitulio.r; and more'ly 
it is as sacred, though not as conclusive, es it 
would have been had the Constitution expressly 
reiterated aud adopted it. Nor is there any ree 
son to doubt that had the United States theu 
owned, as now. territory to the Pacific, the same 
compromise line would have been extended by 
the Continental Congress, with the concurrence 
of the Convention, to that ocean. Thtpurpoteof 
ooih bodies and of their constituents was to tellle the 
quest m of slavery, to far at the Federal Councils 
could settle it. for eoey inch of territory of the United 
States. And they all thought that they had 
done U by the ordinance and by the Conttitu- 
tion. 

But the purchase of Louisiana, in 1803. grea.ly 
extended our territory beyond the Mississippi, and 
the compromise did not "laterally apply to that 
new aud unexpected acquisition. But the com 
promising spirit of the wise and self denying ar- 
chitects of our organic institutions did apply i it; 
and that Union-loving and Union saving spirit 
ough to have animated their successors, to whom 
they left the trust of fulfilling their purpose and 
completing their work; and, had ita>ways hither 
to done so, our country would have escaped tbe 
sectional strifes which have so often and so terri- 
bly disturbed its peace and alarmed its fiiends. 

The compromise line was, however practically 
recognize i and extended by the admission of the 
State of Louisiana in the Union as a slaveholder, 
without objection on that ground; for, though 
property in slaves within that State's limits a, lue 
date of tlie treaty was guarantied by one of it i ar- 
ticles, yet neither a light to increase the number 
by importation or immigration nor the right to 
come into the Union as a slave State was ever 
guarantied. 

The compromise of slaver* bv the ordinRuce 
and the Constitution were never disregard \ or 
disturbed until the year 1819, when, to a bill for 
organizing the Territory of Ailransas, John W. 
Taylor, of New York, moved an amendment for- 
bidding slavery - 

Afte* the rejection of that amendment by a ma- 
jority of only two votes, he moved another provid 
ing that all the future issue of female slaves 
should be free; and that motion prevailed by a 
majority of two volet. Having introduced the 
bill, I moved the recommitment of it to a large 
select committee, with instruction to strike out 
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place, by his friend and ; ttuiier, Jub^.' Thomas, 
of Illinois Hud Mr. Clay been ojoloot that com- 
promise, he never would have worn the OPOVO of 
the peace maker; nor could it be presumed Mat 
all his colleagues except one would k%M bO00, 
as they were, zealously and etmesilv in Caeoi tt 
it. And I am quite sure that, had he beeu 
a gat OS* it. or even neutral, it never would have 
been sdopted. That now abused compromise 
rescued t ie Union f-om imminent peril, added 
to the South a slaveholdiug Suite, north of the 
conventional line, which would otherwise hive 
been excluded o. made non olav< holding; rcstor 
ed |>eace io a disgraced land; assured the right 
f o establish slavery in all territory south ot 3b-.'t0, 
were alone i* would oe u.iefui o: wouid Ion i uii'o'e: 
aud promised exemption irom all future agi . ation 
of slavery by Congress; and, thus intended and 
understood, it was ratified by general acclama 
tion as a God-send to bless and to save. 

It was a just an aiigeinent. doiug wrong to neith- 
er North not MB. By it the North, armed with 
power to prevent 'he extension of slavei v into 
any territory, however Southern, aud urged by 
its public opinion to do so, was roloetaatlj indu 
ecu to consent to uever interfere with itsou'h o ; ' 
the Agreed line, and the South agreml not to seek 
its extension north of that line. By t'os com- 
pact the weaker oarty got all that could be t'vail 
able or it should have desired, and the stronger 
partv got nothing but peace and tlie solvation of 
tbe Union, which were blessings rcsul.ing equal- 
ly to all sections. Nor ought theie to be any 
doubt that while it was a wise uational measure, 
just to North and South, it was more Southern 
than Northern. When adopted it was considered 
Southern enough by the South ami too Southern 
by the North. A very large majority of the 
Southern members of the House of Representa- 
tives and quite a few of the Northern members 
voted for it. Only seven Northern senators vot 
ed lor it, and all the Southern Senators support 
ed it; for they unauiruously voted agaiust stril: 
ing out Senator Thomas's amendment. The 
President, James Monroe, was a Virginian; the 
Secretary of the Treasury, Wm. H. Crawford, 
was a Georgiau; the Attorney General, Wm. 
Wirt, was a Virgiuiau; and John C. Calhoun, 
Secretary of War, was a South Carolinian: all of 
them sufficiently Southern: and all of them ap 
proved, as both expedient and constitutional the 
compromise line. The archives of the Cabinet 
and Mr. Adams's Diary show that the President 
propounded to the members of the Cabinet the 
question of power, and that they unanimously 
concurred with him. In a debate in the Senate 
in 1837 Mr. Calhoun admitted that he had been 
in favor of that compromise, and had reprehend 
ed John Randolph as obstinate and impracticable 
in opposing it. And, moreover, Mi. Calhoun, in 
1H45, favored the re adoption of tbe line of the 
Missouri compromise in the resolution for anuex 
ing Texas, wheieby territory enough for i.iree 
new States was excluded from slavery. Never 
did he announce a change of opinion until U47, 
when, for the avowed purpose of bringing tbe 
slavery agitation to a bead, and of calculating 
tbe value of the Uniou, unless his scheme should 
succeed, he offered resolutions denying the pow- 
er of Congress to legislate on slavery iu the Ter 
ritories. And, as to those resolutions, Senator 
Benton, characterizing them as precursory to 
nullification and secession, said, "As Sylla saw 
in the young Cajsar many Mariuses, so did he see 
in them many nullifications." 

The compromise, when adopted, was hailed in 
the South as a Southern triumph. Chas. Pinck- 
uey, from Charleston — who had been a distin 
guished member of the Federal Convention, and 
who, as a member of Congress, voted for that 
Compromise — wrote home in a jubilaut tone an 
iiouncine it as a Southern achievement, and 
Transylvania joined in the general joy by an il- 
lumination of its college buildings. These facts

Such is the outline of the history and 

ter of the "Missouri cotnpromiiO." which gave 
repose to our common country for more than 
twenty five years. And, even as '.ite aa thirty 
years after the enactment of it— consecrated by 
its beneficence, by time aud by the memory of 
the patriotic statesmen who made and upheld it 
— it was recognised and re aaawred by the great 
"finality" of M50, which once more, and chiefly 
through the influence of tbe same illustrious med 
itator, (Mr. Clay,) rescued our country from the 
Briarean factions which convulsed it about slave- | 
rv in the new territory acquired by the Mexican 
war. That comprehensive compromise, intended 
anu proclaimed as a final and inviolable adjust- 
ment of the question of slavery in all the territo- 
ry then owrred by the United States, left Kantat 
and Nebraska under theopera'ion of the M : 'torri 
comnrnm se, tnereby recognizing that comp-,om <c at 
valid and binding. And leadiug DemocraU, as 
well as the South generally, had voted for 
the extension of the Missouri compromise line to 
the Pacific At the Compromise Of 135ft tra* in- 
tended as a final disposition of Ihe subject of tlaver» 
in all the Trrritory of tlie United States, and left 
Kansat and Nebraska tvbjecl to the Mittouri com 
nrumi-ie, that tney mould remain subject to ii wat 
necessarily an implied stipulation in the compact; 
and without which it never, as I believe, would 
have been consummated The repeal of the Mis 
souri compromise was, therefore, a clear breach 
of the great compromise of 1850; and conse 
quently, at a breach of one stipulation of a treaty 
by either party to it absolves the other party from 
the obligation of the entire comnact, and as the 
South, which moved it, is responsible for the vio 
latiou of the compromise of 185ft, the North 
might treat it now as a nullity. All pa. ties hav 
ing crowned that national compromise as a "finali- 
/y," the Democratic partv having solemnly pledg 
ed itself, in its Baltimore platform, always lo op- 
pose Ihe agitation of slavery in Congress for a.ou pvr 
pose or under any n.e rrt whatsoever, no person 
could have apprehended that the Missouri com 
promise would be so soon, if ever repealed, ami

Southern people. The Kansas bill was an im- 
posture upon the South. Its backers secured the 
fru iratioi'S of Southern hopes by forcing into it 
"MM squatter sjcernyn/y." The bill having 
been enacted with that ami national feature, 
many of its advocates prophesied that Kansas 
would never hold slaves. Aud was that end the 
object •*)' that air .r.talous provision? Why else 
were all tree "r'auiV/i.V* including unnaturalized 
foreigners • fall classes, even paupers and lelons, 
t.-moted by the rich bonus of pre emptiou privilege, 
aud poured out from Europe on the eve of the elec 
ti ... H. , nsed t<» vote and overrule the legitiin it<; 
voice of o,aaeriaaa citizens, in contempt of South 
em ri jh/s, Ame, itnn bir'hrigid, and the objee' of all 
our naturalization laws? Not surclv because the 
bill for orgarriz ug Washington Territory had an 
alien feature. As there could be no question of 
slavery there, the South had no particular in- 
tereat in the character of its voters-, and a desire 
to promote the at ■.iletneut of that remute and for 
lorn Territory as soon as possible and guard it 
i^iin-t Indian depredations might have induced 
Coagreei to nuke that case an exception, and en 
courage foreigners to go to that distant wilder- 
ness by giving them the right of suffrage. No 
such motive applied to Kansas; and when it was 
opened 'o 'lie South for the avowed purpose ol 
experimenting with public opinion respecting 
sl .vciy the^e; the South had a peculia- meMM 
i.i the charac e>- of the voters who should decide 
th it matter, arrd in not being overrun by aliens 
who are, almost tinauimouslv, opposed to slavery. 
In the analogous cases of Missouri aud Arkansrs 
the organic acts confiued sufYfge to "ei?ue«s" 
i < -i h ni at least one year in the ler.-kory. Win 
were not these patallel examples followed in the 
Kansa3law? The Senate Tied *o follow them, 
aiidbv a large majority stru k ou- the alien fea 
ture ir< the Kansas bill. But a majorty of tbe 
othei House, composed mainly of Free-soilcrs 
and Northern Democrats, restored it, and refused 
to pass the bill without it. This scrap ot strange 
history may intim.r.e that this alien provision was 
a F>-ee soil artifice for preveuting slavery in 
Kansas. T.ie.e is even stronger testimony. In 
lf56, the Senate having passed a bill confining 
suffrage iu Kansas «o ciiizent, every Free soil Sen 
alor voting against ii, the opposition of Northern 
free-Boilers — Whigs, Americans, Democrat* — 
defeated it in the lower House, ^cd yet, with 
the provision in it making foreigners sove*e : gns, 
the South, with but few exceptions, es if mes- 
merised, voted for the bill and repealed the Mis 
souri compromise, although the most rational and 
practical :' American ci'izens, in public and in 
priva'.e life, «'oresaw .hat slavery could never be 
iii.rouuced into Kansas without revolutionary 
vi. lencc, nor maimai..ed there peacefully or 
profitably In 18oftboth Mr. Clay and Mr. Web- 
ster declared that a law of nature, a law of phy- 
sical geography, stronger than any human law, 
would exclude it forever. And in the discus 
sion of the Kansas bill the same sentiment was 
reiiei tiled by Mr. Douglas, tien. Cass, Mr. Hun- 
ter, uf Virginia, Gov. B>own, of Mississippi. Mr. 
Badger, of North Carolina, Col. Butler, of South 
Carolina, Mr. Millsnn, of Virginia, Mr. Stanton, 
of Tennessee, Mr. Keiu, of Soiun Carolina, and 
some other members of Congress. And wheu 
the b : ll was passed I had not seen the Kentuckian 
at home who approveu it. But times have chang- 
ed aud some men In ve chauged with them. AT 
ter the bill -'ad paased Souther i uoluieians eulo- 
gized it as a Southern inc isure, and placing on 
the morbid feelings of thei» exceed fellow-citi- 
zens, enlisted manv. oerhaps most of them, ia i s 
Befoaoe> And Northern politicians, though thev 
knew that it was Nor thern in its principle anil 
operation, and was the very best thing for eTect 
ing their purpose of consolidating a sectional and 
dominant party, denounced it as a sacrilegious 
breach of faith aud an inlet to the inundation of 
all tire Territories with slavery. By this out 
t ry the masses North were also deluded, and 
greatly exasperated against the repeal and against 
the South and its institutions. And yet, had 
the South prooosed a restoration of tbe compro 
nrise, these same politiciant would, as I apprehend 
ed, have indignantly and successfully opnosed 
it. The bill, having lepealed all* national 
compromises of slavery in the Territories, left 
the Northern majority opposed to the extension 
of it unobstructed in their will by plighted faith 
And the provision in it called the "Badger 
amendm'Tit" wipiDg out all laws concerning slave 
ry in Kansas, left that Territory, as to that mat 
ter, a tabula rosa, to be imprinted with blood. I 
have always considered the Missouri compromise 
as atuoug the best measures ever adopted bv Con- 
gress for the South and for the Union, and there- 
fore also for the Nonh; and I consider the repeal 
of it as ihe wont to the Uuion, aud the worst to 
tbe South — tlie worst to the Union because, more 
than any other act, it disturbs the public tran 
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use, without any other consideration than 
bubbling illusion of slaverv in Kansas, the 
barrier which prevented Congressional intrusion 
Sot.th of 36 .'.ft, where atone slavery can long exist 
or be desired, is removed, aud the South subje©* 
ed to the dominion of the Nbrlh We already 
see some of the fruits of the Kansas act repeal 
ing :he Missouri compromise and inviting forngn 
influence. The South is made liable to disfran 
chinement, sectionalism is installed, the North is 
near consolidated against the South, a fearful 
storm is raised by demagogues lor demagogues 
to ride, and strife jealousy, and distrust reign 
where peace, concord, and confidence would have 
blessed our laud had it uot been struck by that 
suicidal blow. 

Notwithstanding .ill these historic facts, some 
Southern politiciant denounce as "worse than 
Northern Abolitionists," Southern i'a'etmcu who, 
foreseeing, as all ought to have foreseen, the dis 
t tubing consequences of the Kansas act, suggest 
ed a repeal of its obnoxious provisions! And 
some of them also complain of the President be 
cause he proves true to the platform on whi h 
they elected him — a platform made by Free soil 
hands aud endorsing ail the provisions of the 
Kansas bill. What else than that which has re- 
sulted could those comnlaiuers, in their sober 
senses, with their eyes a d ears open, have ex 
pected .' if, when tney ought to have seen, they 
shut their eyes, or suffer them to be bliad-folded. 
the-i men, after it is too late to .etrieve what they 
have lost, soon opeu th ni enough to see how 
they were cheated, o' h-1; ed. innocently I rust, 
to cheat otheis. Do any of them complain of 
the denation tlization of the Demo-rttic party? 
The Kansas bill, giving sufftage to aliens, ;»nd 
repealing the Missouri compromise, sect'onalized 
and distracted that accessory pa^ly. Or do any 
complain of the disruption and consequent retro- 
gradation or stagnation of the American par v I 
that Kansas bill divided and sninned it. and only 
because Americans South seemed to endose its 
anti national piovisious, when, if they had de- 
nounced them, as they ought, Americanism — 
homogeneous, undivided, ami harmonious. — 
would have covered the Union with the national 
panoply, and become invincible. Or do some 
complain of the downfall of the glorious Whig 
party, once so gallantly led by Henry Clay? That 
same Kansas act split it into fragment, and the 
fatal blow crushed it Or does the 9$mtk com 
plaifl of the new Northern partv self-styled "f!e 
publican? '"' It is the offsp. ing of the same pro 
li tic- and almost omuific paternity. The healing 
compromise of 1*50 struck frtt soilism dumb and 
AbolilionUm dead. The Kan as act re.urim ited 
the one and galvanized the other. Had not tbe 
Missouri compromise been .epealed, the "Re- 
publican" party Noi til would 00*01 li.ne org;>n 
ized or become formidable any where or at any 
time. 

Then it seems to me a mystery, even in this 
wonderful age, that the South, as a section advo 
cated, as Southern, the Kansas act, and that the 
North, as a section, denounced it — Northern as 
it is, aud will, some day. be seen to be by both 
North and South. And I apprehend ihat no 
eveut of this "imgi-eMive^ age will puzzle our 
posterity so much as the hist > ic laci that South- 
ern meu and Northern men seemed to consider 
the alien squatter, uuti -Southern, aud anti Union 
Kansas act as an offering to the -Ninth, and that 
unity prolessing to be Uniou men. appeared to 
look ou it as harmless to the Union. 

None of ihose who voted tor the AT .souri com 
promise could ever h.'ve looked ou its repeal in 
any other light than that of an improvident act, 
barren of good, p. egnan 1 . with g r eal m>schieis 
already felt, any perhaps yet untold. 

These are the sentiments of a Soi tuern man — 
a Kentuckian bora — ■ national man — t>n Ameri 
can by bi,L',riglit, who thinks for himself, speaks 
as he thinks, and 0011 on his own judgment, pop- 
ular or unpopular. 

Having now said as much as I deem needful >o 
vindicate the policy of the Missouri compromise, 
and show the impolicy of the repeal of i', I will 
proceed, in my next, to defend it.= constitrtionali 
to. And this I hope to do lo he satisfaction of 
the sell' poised and enlightened jurists, of the 
world.

Sir: U is currently reported that the Ministers 
of Cos- a Rica and Guatemala have asked tor the 
ac .ive interposition of the United States, for the 
purpose of preven ing me and my companions 
tiom returning to Nicaragua. This request it is 
further said is based on the sssumption that I 
have violated or in 1 end to violate ihe neutrality 
laws of the United States. 

The want of all official intercourse betweeu the 
itovei nmeniS of tbe United States and that of 
Nitcti igua will I hope, be a sufficient excuse for 
my addiessi'.g you. on the faith of a public re- 
port, but the rumor conies ; n such a form that I 
am sa.i fie<i the ministers of Guatemala and Cos 
ta Rica have a tempted to dishonor the Republic 
of Nicaragua in the eves of the United Slates, 
and I a;n lur'her convinced of this fact bv a de- 
cree o f President Mot a, dated at San Jose on 
the 7th of August last, and oidered to be com- 
municatedto the diploma ic coins generally. 

The Ministers of Costa Rica snd Guatemala 
attempt to humiliate Nicaragua, by presenting 
themselves to the United Staies as her protectors 
and guardians. In behalf of the Republic of w'.iich 
I claim to be the rightful and lawful executive, 
I protest earnestly against this assumption, on 
the part of Costa Rica an 1 Guatemala and ask 
that the government, of the United States will 
not permit itself to be influenced by such pre- 
tentions on the part of the Central American 
powers; on the contrary, it is to be hoped that 
theUni.ed States will, by i's conduct, assert and 
vindicate the independence of its sister Republic, 
the sovereign State of Nicaragua. It is my duty 
further m say that the people of Nicaragua have 
not consented to the military authority at present 
exercised over them by the agents of Costa Rica 
and Guatemala, and that they, therefore, cannot 
he held responsible for anv interference of these 
latter States 

I desire to relieve Nicaragua from any respon- 
sibility for such officious intermeddling. So far 
as anv violations on my putt is concerned, I deny 
the charge with scorn and indignation. Having 
been received in the United Stales, when forced 
for a time to leave Nicaragua, I have in all res 
pects been obedient .0 the laws, and permit me 
to assure you that I shall not so far forget my duty 
as an officer of Nicaragua as to violate the laws 
of the United States, while enjoying the rights of 
hospitality within i's limits.

Excitement at Bran den burg. — We learn that 
the quiet town of Brandenburg was thrown into 
great commotion on Saturday night by the arrest 
of two white men and a neg.o, who staud charg- 
ed with running off a slave, named C'uarles, of 
Mr. Ditto, some four weeks ago. The white men 
are David and Charles Bell, father an lson, who 
eside in Indiana opposite Brandenburg, and the 
negro is uamed Oswell Wright, and resides at 
Corydon, Indiana. It appears that Wright t .ok 
Charles to Browuston, Lid , and put him on the 
cars. Wright made a confidant of a M. John 
son at Brownstown, and informed him of ihe whole 
affair. Mr. J. immediately proceeded 10 where the 
cars stopped, but befoie be could reach them, 
they had started off He then wrote to Mr. Dit- 
to, giving him all the particulars by what me. 'its 
his boy had escaped, which implicated the Cells 
aud the negro Oswell W light. The latter had 
given his fiee papers to Charles, and takeu him 
horseback, to Biowns<.own, where he put him on 
the cars. A stratagem was then lesorted to by 
Messrs. Johns . n aud Ditto for the arrest of the 
Bells and W.ighL Johnson told Wiight ihat he 
ought to run off the wile of Charles, and the latter 
readily acceded to it. Saturday night last was 
Hppointed for the rime; Wiight came to Beit's 
wit.i two horses, and afier da. k, CharL-s Bell 
crossed ihe river in a skiff for the purpose of 
bringing the woman over. He was immediately 
arrested A posse of the citizens of Brai deubui^. 
then crossed the river aud found two horses 
staudiug on the river bank. Thev repaired to 
Bell's residence, where Henry Bell and the ne 
gro Wright were reading. The negro thev ar 
rested without ceremony, he haviog no free pa- 
pers as he had given them to Charles, who had 
Mg -.-ctedto retuiu riiem bv mail as he had prom- 
ised. They told Bell that theie weie four horses 
on the river bank, and, as iwoof them bwkaagH 
to him, he had bert^r come along and pick them 
out, as they wanted to take Wright's l.oise across. 
Bell did so, aud aftei thev got on t'<e river bank 
below high water mark, they arres ed him also; 
brought both to Brandeuburg, and ! >dged ihcm in 
jail. 

Young Bell was eiam-ned before Jud^e Alex 
ander and committed in default of giving bail in 
$5,bO0 for hi, appearance. The examination of 
the two olhers was in progress when our inform 
ant left.— Lou. Jour.
